GIVE BRIEF DESCRIPTION OF WHAT HAPPENED:

NE, to investigate the sound of gunshots. Also, a 9 1 1 caller stated two people were shot at the location. The first unit on 
the scene located two gunshot victims in the rear of ^Simms Place. NE. first victim was suffering from a gunshot 
wound to the upper torso. The second victim was suffering from a gunshot wound to the arm. DCFEMS respond^ I to the 
scene and transported both victims to hospitals. The first victim (the decedent) was transported to Medstar. At 0330 hours, 
the first victim succumbed to his injuries and was pronounced dead by Dr. Shiflett. His remains were transported to the 
Office of the Chief Medical Examiner pending an autopsy. The decedent was subsequently identified as Mico Briscoe. 
The second victim was transported to Howard University Hospital, treated and released. 

The preliminary investigation revealed that the decedent and the second victim wereshot in front of the Circle 7 Express 
convenience store located at ftMi Olivet Road, NE, and they ran to the rear of »Simms Place. NE, where the> were 
located by officers. The 1200 block of Simms Place, NE, is in the rear of the Circle 7 Express. 

During the initial on scene investigation, technicians of the Metropolitan Police Department Forensic Science Division 
recovered several expended cartridge casings in the parking lot of the Circle 7 Express convenience store. Technic ians 
recovered from the parking lot nineteen { 1 9) 9mm expended cartridge casings, multiple fragments, and multiple bullets. 
MPD Firearms Examination Section analyzed the firearms evidence collected from the scene of the shooting and confirmed 
the presence of two different firearms. 

On Saturday November 26, 2012, Dr. Joseph Pestaner of the District of Columbia Medical Examiner's Office performed an 
autopsy on the decedent, Mico Briscoe. Dr. Pestaner advised that the decedent sustained two gunshot wounds. Dr. 
Pestaner ruled the cause of death to be gunshot wounds to the body and the manner of death to be a homicide. 

1 ) Your affiant along with other detectives interviewed all the surviving victims of the shooting. There were a total of four

j surviving victims who were with the decedent at the time of the shooting. The second victim (referred to above) sustained 
a gunshot to the arm. Victim #3 sustained a graze wound to the shoulder, Victim #4 had three (3) bullets that entered and 
exited his jacket, none taking effect, and Victim #5 did not sustain any injuries. The surviving victims provided formal 
statements and they reported that they did not know or see who was responsible for the shooting. The surviving victims 
reported that there were no incidents prior to the shooting and that the shooting was unprovoked. The decedent and the 
surviving victims were raised in the Trinidad neighborhood; however, they did not claim any crew affiliations. 

2) Your affiant reviewed all the video footage from all the cameras in the area of the shooting. Footage captured from a 
combination of cameras revealed a tan/gold four door sedan (hereinafter referred to as "Suspect Vehicle") circling the 1200 
block of Mt. Olivet Road, NE. The Suspect Vehicle appeared to be conducting surveillance on the decedent and the 
surviving victims. 

3) Video footage from the Northeast Market and the MPD CCTV camera located at the intersection of Mt. Olivet Rd and 
Montello, NE, captures the decedent and the surviving victims walking through the parking lot of the Northeast Market 
which is located at Mt. Olivet Rd, NE. Two African-American male suspects were observed in the distance near the 
intersection of Mt. Olivet Road and West Virginia Ave, NE. The decedent and the surviving victims do not appear to be 
aware that the two suspects were in pursuit of them. The two suspects walk into the parking lot of the Northeast Market 
and then begin to run in the direction of the decedent and the surviving victims. The CCTV camera recorded the time of 
this to be almost 12:38 a.m. Suspect#l appears to pull down something over his face. Suspect#l appears to be holding 
something in his right hand which your affiant believes to be consistent with the size of a handgun. Suspect #2 is wearing 
something on his head and has dreadlocks past his shoulder. Suspect #2 appears to be holding something his left hand. 

4) Video footage from the Circle 7 (which is next door to the Northeast Market) captures the decedent and the surviving 
victims being shot at in front of the Circle 7. The suspects are not captured by this footage. Victim #5 is observed entering 
the Circle Seven and taking cover. The decedent and three of the surviving victims (Victims #2-4) are^bsen^duciing 

5) Video footage from Kovack's Liquor (which is next door to the Circle 7) captures the Suspect Vehicle traveling 
eastbound in the right lane in the 1200 block of Mt Olivet Road, NE., and making a right hand turn into the parking lot of 
Kovack's Liquor. The Suspect Vehicle goes to the rear of the parking lot where another camera captures it making a U- 
turn. The Suspect Vehicle is observed with a sticker affixed to the driver's side front windshield which is consistent with 
the placement of a District of Columbia Inspection Sticker. Additionally, the Suspect Vehicle is observed with a sticker 
affixed to the rear driver's side vent window. The Suspect Vehicle drives up to the entrance of the parking lot and stops. 
The front of the Suspect Vehicle is facing Mt. Olivet Road. The Suspect Vehicle appears to be waiting for someone. A 
few seconds later the two suspects are observed running away from the direction of the shooting to the awaiting Suspect 
Vehicle. This camera recorded the time of the first frame showing the first person running to the car to be just seconds after 
1 2:40 a.m. Suspect U 1 enters the front passenger side and Suspect #2 (wearing longer coat seen at N.E. Market video) 
enters the rear driver's side of the awaiting Suspect Vehicle. The Suspect Vehicle immediately exits the parking lot onto 
Mt. Olivet Road, traveling eastbound towards Bladensburg Road, NE. 

6) During the course of the investigation into this homicide, witnesses were located and formally interviewed by your 
affiant and other detectives of the Criminal Investigation Division, Homicide Branch. One such witness, hereinafter 
referred to as W-l, advised that IT was driving westbound in the 1200 block of Mt. Olivet Road, NE, when IT heard 

gunshots. 

7) W-l observed an older model, four door gold sedan idling in the parking lot of Kovak's Liquors. W-l then observed the 
two people IT believed to be the shooters running to and entering the awaiting gold sedan. W-l stated that the gold sedan 
made a right hand turn out of the parking and traveled eastbound on Mt. Olivet Road, NE, in the direction of Bladensburg 

Road, NE. 

8) W-l described the shooters that entered the gold car as very small (maybe about 5 feet tall) and skinny. However, as 
discussed below, your affiant has reason to believe that the car seen picking up the suspects is a 2001 Mitsubishi Galant. 
Your affiant's research on this vehicle indicates that it has a height of 56 inches (4 feet, 8 inches). The Kovak's Liquors 
footage clearly shows that both suspects entering the vehicle are significantly taller than the vehicle. The men entering the

left handed.

Officer 1 has know, that "E Street Bangaz" and the Trinidad Crew have been and are 
cSS "beefing" with one another. Additionally, Officer 1 is aware that the Hilton's crew affiliation is w.th the E Street 

Bangaz". 

.2) Your affiant presented Officer 1 with a single color Metropolitan Police Department j^^^J^g^ 
Dwayne Hilton, aA/a Wayne-Wayne (PDID: 612-766), for confirmation purposes. Officer 1 confirmed ^Dwayne 
EE aka Wayne-Wayne (hereinafter referred as Defendant Hilton) is the person depicted m the v.deo footage. 

13) Within two weeks of the murder and again on December 19, 2012, another MPD Officer (hereinafter ^JJ^!? 
brouXn toview the video footage of the suspects captured by the Northeast Market surveillance : cameras to ascertam if 

suspects. Each time upon viewing the video footage, he identified Suspect #2 as Dwayne H.lton, aka 
Wa^W^ Officer 2 indicated that he identified Dwayne Hilton by his body bmld/s.ze, hair style (shoulder length 
Ss) The Zy he ran (bowlegged, stiff upper body), and his apparent left handedness (suspect appears to be holding 
leting in Ws leftTand as rfmn . Officer 2 had been a patrol officer in tite area where Mr. H,l 

Wm for more than five years, had seen him hundreds of times and had watched h.m participate m football when he (H.lton) 
Z younger, more recently had watched him play basketball, and knows that Hilton is left handed. 

1 d\ On Thursdav December 22 201 1, your affiant responded to the FBI Forensic Video and Audio Unit located in 
OuanJc^vSia ^to P Tck up e^hancJ video from Kovak's Liquor. The FBI detennined that the Suspect Veh.cle 
c^byKfuquors cameras is consistent with a 1999-2003 Mitsubishi Galant four door sedan w.th a moon roof. 

1 51 On Sunday January 29, 2012, First District officers observed a 2001 gold Mitsubishi Galant with a moon roof with 
D^t reSSSsoo.

1 7) Your affiant advised W-2 that we were investigating a shooting that occurred on November 26, 20 1 1 , in the 1200 block 
of Mt Olive Road, Northeast, just after midnight. Your affiant told W-2 that we had obtained video footage of ITs vehicle 
Sng the ill moments after the shooting. W-2 initially stated that ITs son was incarcerated at the t.me of die shootmg. 
W-2 corrected itself and stated that Suspect 3 was arrested in December of 201 1 and remamed mcarcerated. She stated that 
Suspect 3 was incarcerated in Upper Marlboro, Maryland. 

18) On Thursday, September 13, 2012, a Superior Court for the District of Columbia grand jury subpoena was issued to , the 
Custodian of Records of the Prince George's County Correctional Center compelling them to provide all jail house phone 
calls and visitor logs from September 6 through September 13, 2012 relating to Suspect 3. 

19) On Monday, October 1, 2012, the Prince George's County Correctional Center complied with the subpoena and 
pllde™ affiant a CD containing all of the jail house calls from September 6 through September 13, 2012, pertam.ng 

to Suspect 3.

His mother proceeds to tell him about two detectives that 
came to her house and to her job inquiring about her vehicle (Mitsubishi Galant). His mother ■ teUs hia i that the detectives 
have evidence that the Mitsubishi Galant was captured by surveillance video on November 26 20 1 , the day ' after 
Thanksgiving, at the time of a shooting in the Trinidad neighborhood. Suspect 3 asks his mother and what they talkmg 
about" His mother tells him that detectives inquired about him and others. He asks his mother "they know ,t s your car or 
they trying to say it's your car". She confirms that the police assured her that it's her car Suspect 3 appears to be 
concealed and his mother tells him that she will keep him posted. His mother tells h,m "you need to thmk about it d-d you 
do anything? Suspect 3 replies "no". His mother tells him "You better be correct because they have p.ctures . H«s mother 
and his grandmother continue to inquire about the incident. His grandmother is under the impression that he was 
incarcerated at the time of the shooting, however. Suspect 3 confirms to them that he was home for Thanksgiving. The 
grandmother says that she is very upset with the situation and tells him that she hopes that he wasn t captured by 
surveillance video. His mother hangs up the phone and he continues to converse WI th his grandmother.

26) Your affiant has established that there is probable cause to believe that Defendant Hilton is one of the shooters and a 
member of a violent crew known as the "E Street Bangaz". Your affiant has established that the E Street Bangaz" and the 
Tnnidad Crew have been and are currently "beefing" with one another. 

Based on the facts set forth in this affidavit, your affiant believes that probable cause has been established that Defendant 
Dwayne Hilton was responsible for the shooting death of the decedent Mico Briscoe. It is therefore respectfully requested 
hat a District of Columbia Superior Court Judge issue an arrest warrant charging the Defendant Dwayne Hilton, aka 
Wayne- Wayne, with First Degree Murder While Armed.
